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EXAMINER'S COMMENT AND REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of the first species or the embodiment of Figures 1 through 
3, 7 and 9, readable on claims 12, 13, and 17, in the reply filed on March 7, 2006 is acknowledged. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose nor suggest a means for cooling a heated surface 
comprising, in combination: an enclosure; an array of microelectrodes, where the array comprises 
adjacent microelectrodes having alternating and opposed polarities; a volatile liquid; a reservoir for 
receiving, holding, and dispensing the volatile liquid; flow restricting means or a slit formed between a to 
parallel surfaces for allowing limited flow between the reservoir and one end of the array; a condenser for 
receiving and condensing to a liquid any vapor formed by evaporation of the liquid on the heated surface; 
baffles substantially coextensive with the array for directing vapor towards the condenser; and, means for 
conveying the condensed liquid back to the reservoir.
